Calls Us to the T ask of Peace 


It is now Thursday, following days of anx­ 
iety and uncertainty and the thrill of the emo­ 
tional announcement of Bill Henry’s radio 
voice at 6 :00 P. M. Tuesday, August 14 , tell­ 
ing that Japan had accepted unconditional 
surrender; the magnetic news and strains of 
our national anthem brought tears to millions 
of Americans, and all the jubilations across 
the nation were on, with Wednesday as the 
most complete holiday ever experienced 
this day finds America almost stunned by 
happy relief, but ready to go forward with 
our great leaders into an era of peace to all 
the world, firmly believing that a kind Provi­ 
dence has led us to a righteous victory. 


YES, the greatest war of all times has ended. . .a war that 


affected more people than ever before and nearly every corner of 
the world. . . history will record its many angles, its beginnings, its 
spread, its horrors, and the unlimited human sufferings. 


YES, it is over, and there is so much to be done, so much is 


expected, and so many heartaches yet to come. We look back over 
the past three years, eight months and seven days (Dec. 7 , 194 1 to 
August 14 , 194 5 ) the longest war period in the history of the 
United States. . .and really long before that, as the way of freedom 
was at stake. Today we stand on the threshold of a better world, 
if we grasp it, or a world of extermination, if we don’t. Let us 
not be arrogant, believing “ We Did It,” but give our God and our 
religion all the glory for proving our Democratic way of life— our 
cause was filled with power from on High. 
There is a feeling of 
humbleness and gratitude on this day of Victory. 


MILLIONS of America’s young men and women are far away 


from home, bound by the rules of military necessity, who will 
yearn for release, and it will takv all the patience of a patriotic 
people to bide the time of their arrival. 
Let us be grateful that 
now their lives are more secure, and many of the hardships are 
over. 


No time in all history before have one people, one nation held 


so many responsibilities, and such an opportunity as the United 
States holds today. But in the titanic struggle that has closed with 
victory for all Democratic nations, we look back over what this 
one nation accomplished. . .so huge, so far-reaching that no human 
mind can measure it. . .yet, and yet, who among us believes our 
nation exerted more than about 5 0 per cent of our national power? 
Thank God this side of the world felt but a few blows of the 
blasts o f death the Axis powers hurled against humanity in their 
imaginations that they were the Great and that all others were 
so inferior. 
Thanks and gratitude should be unstinted for our 
leaders who have led us to victory. The task was too great and com­ 
plicated to measure. Certainly now, we can forget their errors and 
forgive their mis-steps in the spirit of brotherhood. All of us are 
so human that all of us should be tolerant and forgiving. 


Yes, the war is over. Three months and six days after Ger­ 


many gave up. Just four months and two days after the death of 
Franklin Roosevelt, to whose picture President Truman pointed, 
saying, “ Decorate him.” Today we have a living leader who hum­ 
bly and earnestly begs each of us to help the government in the 
great re-construction. May we be patriotic enough to do so. 


HAMLIN ON V-J DAY was real­ 
ly jam closed up. Not a single place 
of business op en e d ...n o t a service 
station, drug store, cafe, 
or any­ 
thing. Wednesday was the first 100 
per cent Holiday ever observed in 
this town. 
The lid popped off Tuesday after­ 
noon at 6 :00 o’clock, when we real­ 
ized that after all, Japan told us she 
had enough. The dramatic voice of 
Bill Henry in Washington City broke 
the news. He seemed almost on the 
point of crying. Maybe he could have 
heard some Hamlin tears falling if 
they had 
been hooked to a radio 
just as 
the beautiful national an­ 
them was being played. Yes, it was 
a most solemn moment. 
Hamlin’s fire alarm did not go off 
as soon as some thought it should, 
but finally somebody got it going 
loud and strong. . .who could believe 
the world was on the edge of peace 
again . . . thanks 
to 
the 
radio 
for 
keeping America and all the world 
posted as to the 
progress of the 
slow communications with Japan.

All of th is Ph ilip preach ed wh en h e preach ed Ch rist. 
No 
preach er today can preach Ch rist and leav e out th e gospel of th e 
kinglom of God ex actly as it was preach ed th en. All of th e specu­ 
lativ e, so-called proph etic preach ing th at is done today concerning 
a th ousand y ears’ reign on th is earth by Ch rist wh en h e comes 
again, denies th e present position of Ch rist and th erefore under­ 
mines th e v ery fundamentals of th e Gospel of Ch rist. 


Wh en Ph ilip preach ed Ch rist, h e preach ed th e name of Ch rist. 
In th e ligh t of all th at men preach about “One name being as good 
as anoth er in religion,” and “ Th ere isn't any th ing in a name, any ­ 
way ,” it is enligh tening to rev iew wh at th e Bible teach es regarding 
th e name of Ch rist th at we may know wh at Ph ilip preach ed wh en 
h e preach ed Ch rist. Bible teach ing concerning th e name of Ch rist 
can be summed up from just a few passages of Scriptures. Isaiah 
proph esied th at a new name would be giv en by th e mouth of th e 
Lord wh en th e Gentiles saw God’s righ teousness (Isa. 6 2:2), Jesus 
instructed Annanias to go to Saul in th e street called Straigh t, in 
th e city of Damascus, for, “He is a ch osen v essel to bear my name 
before th e Gentiles and th e kings of th e v arth .” (Acts 9 :15). In 
Acts 11, we learn th at th e gospel h ad be« .n taken as far as Antioch 
of Sy ria, and th e Gentiles h ad accepted it and for th e first time both 
Jews and Gentiles were brough t into a common fellowsh ip in a con­ 
gregation. Barnabas h ad been dispatch ed from Jerusalem to Anti­ 
och and h e sough t Saul out in th e neigh boring prov ince of Silicia, 
and togeth er th ey preach ed ^nd taugh t th e gospel in Antioch . 
Wh ile Saul was th ere, in accordance with proph ecy and promise, 
“Th e disciples were called Ch ristians first in Antioch .” (Acts 11: 
26 ). Th is is th e new name th at God h as promised by Isaiah . 


Concerning th is name, Peter said, “If any man suffer as a 
Ch ristian, let h im not be ash amed; but let h im glorify God in th e 
name.” (I Peter 4 :16 ). Th is h as been said of no oth er name. 


In Colossians 3:17 , Paul teach es, “And wh atsoev er y ou do, 
in word or in deed, do all in th e name of th e Lord Jesus.” Th is 
sim p ly req uires th at we do noth ing in any oth er name. 


Furth ermore, we h ear th e declaration, “And gav e unto h im 
th e name wh ich is abov e ev ery oth er name,” and learn th at no 
name is as good as th e name of Ch rist. (Ph il. 2:9 ) 


Finally , Peter made th e matter of th e name definite wh en 
h e Testified, “He is th e stone wh ich was set a t naugh t of y ou th e 
build rs wh ich was made th e h ead of th e corner. 
And in none 
oth er is th ere salv ation: for neith er is th ere any oth er name under 
h eav en, th at is giv en among men, wh erein we must be sav ed.”
